THE NEW KOOTENAY BILL. 

To THK Editou:— It would benefit 
" Watchful's " arguments if ho showed 
more regard to facts and did not lay him- 
self so much open to Hat contradictions. 
Thus you must allow me to deny emphat- 
ically the statement that I opposed tho 
Ainsworth bill iu 1882-83 or, for the 
matter of that, at any time. 1 was not 
hero in 1882 and 1 never heard so much 
as the name of Ainsworth when in the 
summer of 1882 a shooting triji took me 
through Northern MontJina and Kootenay. 
In fact 1 had never hoard of the bill till 
it had passed in the session of 188^. If 
" Watchful " will turn to the files of Thk 
Colonist of November 2lBt,^ 1883, he will 
800 in it long letter on Kootenay I wrote 
that, while drawing attention to certain 
drawbacks in connection with miner.il 
features, I strongly recommended a libend 
land policy to enterprises such as the 
Ainsworths*. , "Wji^hful's'' insinuation 
of improper reaMns for ray - present atti- 
tude towards this biH'is on a. par with his 
other arguments. 1 was at one time op- 
posed to tho Ainsworths on mining 
nmttors and was involved in mining law 
suits with them, wliieh arose from the 
then unsatisfactory condition of the (|uarty. 
mining laws of the province. My opposi- 
tion had never anything to do with their 
land grant, which 1 alWaya thoil^ht the 
best bargain the province e'ver made, so 
lung as it did not include mineral rights, 
which at one time the mining population 
on Kootenay Lake believed it did. 

"Watchful" undortakos to correct my 
statement that absolutely nothing was 
given by the country in return for tho ex- 
ponditurer of- ♦125,000, -and- asserta-thRt. 
the province gave the Ainsworths ^'ah- 
m/liife control and possnsion of 750,000 acres 
in Kootenay district." This is an abso- 
lutely incorrect statement, tho province 
did no such thing as give po.isessioii of 
this or any other land; a general reservi^ 
was jilacod on tho 750,000 acres by the 
government, and this reserve being now 
removed it is again public land, and if 
"Watchful" has his w.iy it will roiniiin so, 
no doubt, until tho day of judgment. 

The lower Kootenay country lia.s retio- 
graded since 1883 back to its primeval 
condition and will remain so till steam 
commimication is opened and to judgt: 
from hia reasoning this is the condition in 
which " Watchful" would like to sou tho 
whole country. As I am nub a politician 
aiul do not poasosi the subtlety of mind 
which would make me one 1 fail to real- 
ize what is exactly meant by a "political 
railway," and what by a "speculative rail- 
way." I thought tho railways wor.i gnu- 
ondly speculative outorprisos, dependeni 
for their suoceas upon thu develo|)inent of 
the country they open up.

These 
rofiecLioiis upon the governor and his 
adminiBtratiuu rest upon the assertions 
of Du Oalret, who was himself n prisunur, 
but who, there . ia reason to think, was 
somewhat rockloaa in his statements, giv 
ing rise to ihiprossioiiB rega^'dnig th 
events of this time ois diacreditablu to 
those concerned as wo may how believe 
them to bu errunooua.

fortably. (ieneral ITildiuiainl was at par- 
ticular pains to e.\tend considerate treat- 
ment to this people, wlmso desoendaiits 
now form an honorid p.irt of our popula- 
tion. A sottlemeut around MiasLsiiuoi 
bay was discountenanced as being too 
near the States. In the collection may
